A reurded tile P resident by G eorgia's 
L egislatu re - A W ild C heer From a 
T ypical Southern A u d ien ce W hen 
th e C«*nfederate D ead W as R eferred 
to by th e D k tin g a k b e l G uest. 


Atlanta, Doc. 13.—President McKin­ 
ley made memorable the first day of t he 
Atlanta jieace jubilee by a notable utter­ 
ance In his speech before the joint ses­ 
sion of the Georgia legislature yester­ 
day afternoon. 
His reception by the 
general assembly was warm and hearty 
in the extreme, and his speech wan 
punctuated with frequent outburst* of 
cheering. 
It ta admitted on all sides 
that the address marked an epoch in 
history and was last night on every lip. 
When President Dodson of the senate, 
called the legislature bt) order tim gal­ 
leries were thronged with men and 
women. The body of the chamber was 
fairly well filled with stab* senator* and 
assemblymen, while the uniforms of 
various officers and tho governor’s staff 
gave a touch of brilliant color to the 
gathering. 
The speaker rapped for silence and in­ 
troduced the president to the audience, 
after congratulating the stat*1 of Georgia 
upon the presence of their distinguished 
guest. 
As the president row*, the audi­ 
ence applauded. 
Daring the course of 
his short speech Mr. McKinley referred 
often to his notes and c* instantly paused 
for tin? cheers to -top. 
A scene of in­ 
tense enthusiasm follower! when, amid 
impressive silence, th©-© words fell from 
the Iii** of the president: 
“ Every soldier's grave mad*- during 
the unfortunate civil war is a tribute to 
the American valor. 
And while, when 
those graves were marie we differed 
widely about the futon* of the govern­ 
ment, those differences were long ago 
settled by the* arbitrament of arms—and 
th** time has now come in the evolution 
iff sentiment and feeling under the provi­ 
dence of God, when in the spirit of fra­ 
ternity we should share with yr n in the 
care iff the graves of the confederate 
soldiers.^ 
A wild cheer went up from every 
throat in the typical southern audience, 
a cheer that 
echo**d 
aud re-e< hoed 
through the chamber until it w as taken 
up by the crowds outside. Old men 
who fought for the south rose from 
their seat* aud waved their hats. One 
confederate veteran, now a venerable 
legislator, had pressed forward until he 
was leaning against the speaker's desk, 
hanging on each word the president ut­ 
tered. 
When the reference was made 
to the confederate dead, this old man 
buried his head in his arms, and while 
the cheers rang out cried like a little 
child, 
Of all the many conciliatory speeches 
which have been iliad** .-m c Grant said: 
"Let there be peace.” nothing has more 
deeply stirred a southern audience than 
the simple words of President McKinley 
yesterday afternoon. 
No sooner had President McKinley 
concluded than there w< re loud cries 
for Wheeler and when that little mau 
got up, his head scarcely higher than 
the sp*-aker’» desk, the audience unco 
more gave vent of wild enthusiasm. 
General Wheeler referred eulogistically 
to the efforts of the president toward 
preserving peace as Hug a.- the country’s 
hi-nor would permit such effort*. and of 
hi* masterful policy aft* r war wa* in­ 
evitable. General Wheeler .aid a trib­ 
ute to Admiral Dewey and added: 
“ The army in conjunction with the 
navy was ordered to attack aud destroy 
the Spanish forces at Santiago, la four 
weak* that order was obeyed and **•? 


purposes 
accomplished. 
Th*- proud 
Spanish nation stood slicing for peace 
from the nation which a month before 
it had held up to ridicule and scorn.” 
The president held a private reception 
in the senate, and afterward a public re 
ception on the steps of the rotunda. 
Then hundreds of southerners crashed 
and jostle!I clich other in their anxiety 
ta shake a northern president's hand. 
Many had come from miles distant and 
whan the president left the capitol there 
were still hundreds bitterly disappointed 
because they had not been able to make 
their way through the surging t hrong 
to get a second's hold on his hand. 
Lain night the members of the Capital 
City club opened their clubhouse to the 
preindent and Mrs. McKinley and the 
guests of the city. Tile occasion was 
notably brilliant. The receiving party 
consisted of a number of Atlanta's rep­ 
resentative women and a large company 
of dub members. 
The decorations were 
flags. American smilax and American 
beauty rose*.

The situation promises 
to be* one of gravity and the Mexican 
border is likely to Tx a paradise for fug:- j 
tit a- from justice and criminals of every J 
description until a new treaty can be 
agreed upon. 
Mexico renounced the 
existing treaty because our government 
refused to deliver up on extradition pro­ 
ceedings certain Mexicans who had es­ 
caped across the line and were accused 
toy their own government of various of­ 
fense* of a criminal character, but who, 
it is asserted, were really wanted fox 
political reasons. The case of Guerra, 
who was involved in one of the periodi­ 
cal raids across the border of New Mex­ 
ico, organized by the leader Garza, 
caused t he break. 
Mr. Oliiytou, the United States minis­ 
ter to Mexico, is endeavoring to make a 
new treaty, but with the serious differ­ 
ence in principle between the two gov- 
arn wonts as to whether a case like 
truurra s is political aud revolutionary 
or the act of a brigand, his task will be 
difficult. 


Tour of Scientists 


Ceiled State* F ish .’Commission G oing 
to Porto Hico With Experts. 
Norfolk;, Ya., Dec. 15.—The United 
States fish commission, together with 
experts and Professor Bosch of the de* j 
pertinent of agriculture, and Professor 
Baker of the National Zoological park, 
Washington, axe here awaiting the gov­ 
ernment steamer Fish Hawk, which will 
take them to Porto Rico. This is the 
most important scientific party which 
has been sent to the new possessions. 
They are chargwl with the work of 
mailing a careful research into the fish­ 
ing interests of the island, to record and 
classify fish for the benefit of science 
aud trade, ami investigate the sponge' 
industry. Professor Bnsck is to study 
insect life in Porto Rico, aud Professor 
Baker is charged with the duty of pro­ 
curing live specimens of beasts, birds 
and reptiles, to lie brought to Washing­ 
ton for exhibition in the National Zoo. 
This is considered a hazardous undertak­ 
ing. The report of the entire party is to 
be made immediately to the president on 
their return, who, in turn, will submit 
it to congress. The party expects to be 
engaged in the work two month* 


The Antiscalping 


A m erican F ed eration of Labor Re­ 
solve* Aga bult Its P assage. 
Kansas City, Dec. 15.—The American 
Federation of Labor at yesterday’* ses­ 
sion adopted a resolution protesting 
against the passage of the antiscalpiug 
bill recently passed by the national 
hotise of representative*. The resolu­ 
tion protests against the passage of the 
bill or similar measures, as “being a 
blow at the liberty of individuals” aud 
classes it as “legislation conceived in the 
interest of a gigantic combine aud trust.” 
“ It is the sense of this convention,” 
continued the resolutions, “that a ticket 
purchased from any transportation com­ 
pany should, in all equity aud justice, 
belong to the purchaser aud he should 
have the same right to dispose of it as 
of any other lawfully acquired prop­ 
erty.” A copy of the resolution will be 
sent to each member of congress.

Washington, Dec. 15.—Within four 
hours from tile moment the order was 
received by Captain Cook, who com­ 
manded the Brooklyn, to proceed to 
Havana, the ship was speeding away on 
tho high seas. 
The Texas sailed from Hampton Roods 
and probably the Brooklyn will over­ 
haul her before she makes port. On th© 
Brooklyn as a passenger is Commodore 
Cromwell, who goes to take command 
of the Havana naval station. There are 
also some of the officers of the Texas 
who happened to he in New York when 
their own ship was ordered south. The 
Castine, which is to form a part of the 
Havana squadron, will make her way 
alone soil r h trom Borism. 
The Resolute, which was also ordered 
to Havana, will not be able to start from 
League island for a few days.

They will bring 
the treaty with them aud it is believed 
that the document will not be published 
before* it is delivered to the department 
of state, notwithstanding the Madrid 
intimation that it is to be printed as a 
red book.
